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'TYPEWRJTER STRATEGISTS' 
One characterisUc ot President Kooaevclt's 
. "Ilrcsldc" chats Is that ho apparently caii' 
not resist taking a slap at the Anicrlcon 
newspapers. II he were apeciric In his attaclca 
on the press It would bo a different story. 
But In his gdneralliatlons, all the newS' 
papers, even the moat wishy-washy publlca- 
' tlons that lean over backwards In, extolling 
his .every move, are bundled into the, same 
criticized category, at least by inference. 

If It can bo rcgardcjl as such, however, 
there Is some comfort foe the newspapers 
.In^the chief executive's most recent ad' 
dresses. No longer arc the "typewriter strr. 
tcglsts," as he calls ttieni, confined onIy^( 
newspapers. Because some of its commciua' 
tors have taken occasion to disagree with 
the administration on certain Issues, the 
President now Is also llnding radio objection- 
able, after favoring It lor so many years. 

"The trouble with the typewriter stratC' 
gists," said the President In his radio talk 
Monday night, "Is that, while they may bo 
lull of bright ideas, they are not In possession 
of much information about the facts or prob- 
Icaa of military operations." 

Fact of the matter Is, many of these so- 
called "typewriter' strategists" know 
more about facta and problems of military 
r operations than tligy arc allov/ed to write. 
'A good many of th9m covering news on the 
war fronts are closer In touch with tho actual 
-fighting than a good many ot the govern- 
ment spokesmen In Washington. And many 
a trusted cor/cspondcnt has confidential in- 
formation that gives him a fairly compre- 
hensive understanding of what the fighting 
Is all about. 

Thp American people Icnow It Is largely 
through tho newspapers that they got the 
Information upon which they base their 
opinions, and It Is for them to decide whether 
"the typewriter strategists arc nothing more 
than a bunch of dopes or halt-baked nlt-wlts 
who do:c away tlieir time, sco"and hear noth " 
Ing, and write only about things they visual- 
ize in Imaginative dreams. 

Tho people don't have to be reminded thaf 
It was these same typewriter strategists who 
dragged the synthetic rubber travesty out 
into tho open, after six months' of dllly- 
dallying by those who were supposed to have 
all the inside information. 

Not Only that. The govcrnrfient is now 
admitting openly that It must rely upon the 
newspapers to put over the present natlpn- 
wlde drive lor scrap metal which Is so ser- 
iously needed for war production. 

.As we have often said before, criticism in 
a good thing under any circumstance- 
It's constructive. And that should apply to 
anyone who takes It upon himself to criticize, 
particularly in time of war. 

To undermine the people's faith in the 
American newspapers as a whole is'to under- 
mine one of tho nation's- greatest bulwarks 
of democracy. 



POWER TO ENDURE 
In the end, this war is going to be won 
by tho United Nations because Adolf Hitler 
failed to note and understand something 
that wos appearing in tho newspapers almost 
every day. 

.Great stress has been laid upon the effic- 
;lency with which the nazl organization com- 
piles and correlates current news from all 
over the world In order that Hitler may take 
advantage of every expedient. 

Yet, like us lesser mortals, the Fuehrer did 
not comprehend the significance of China's 
resistance ol Japanese Invasion. It he had, In 
all probability he never would have attacked 
Russia when he did. And the attack upon 
Russia probably vos his fatal error. 

Dr. K. C. Wu, mayor of Chungking, paid 
tribute, on the fifth anniversary ot Nippon's 
Invasion, to the Chhicse people's capacity to 
suffer and to recuperate. i • 

China tias withstood the assault made by 
the militaristic well-armed Japanese because 
her people have dcmcnctratcd ability to keep 
working, keep fighting and keep smiling. 

If Hcrr Hitler had pcndcrcd that fact, and 
then given thought to Russian economic and 
social history and racial characteristics, ho 
might not have repeated Japan's fundament- 
al error. , ; 

The Nipponese, seeing China weak, de- 
fenoclc:^, disunited, envisioned a three-month 
incident, at the end of which time they pur- 
posed to tut ChlnK's- Tast resources' ln_their 
prcparsUon for the itrcater war against the 
Anglo-American peoples. 

Hitler, supposlns Russia to bo weak, in- 
coippstent, relatively unpfepared, thought 
to devote a single summer to conquering the 
Soviet 

Bnt'lflEe'the Chinue -r and both Hiucr 
and WQ iDlgM' 2uv« known If we had per- 
mitted ou^TSS to reollee — the Russians 
hare an enoimoiis power to endure.
